we could to make, it "cheap," "un- 
sound" and "dishonest" money. Did it 
have the effect of putting the Gresham 
law into operation and of causing this 
cheap and degraded money to drive out 
gold from circulation? It did not. On 
tho contrary, the standard silver dollars 
that were in circulation when they 
were demonetized continued to circu- 
late at par with gold upon tho mere 
supposition of tbe people that their 
legal tender power remained, notwith- 
standing the effort of congress to de- 
stroy it. Dot the- irr.rloc!c!lar .substitute 
for the standard silver dollar wits coined 
us a "cheap dollar," because it was not 
made legal tender bc-youd tho sum of 
85 iu one payment and that coin iliil 
not drive cut gold because it would not 
circulate. The people woulrt not have it 
because it was not full legal tender 
jaoiwy, although it had 7'i, grains 
more of silver iu it than is contained iu 
the silver standard dollnr of 412^ 
grains weight. 
We see by our owii ex- 


perience thut the Gresham law was o 
failure. Ir. did not operate in favor of 
the circulation of the "cheap" trade 
dollar. 
It never docs operate when 


legal tender money is iu circulating iu :t 
volume adequate to tho necessities i.i 
tho people.

Moore rode the car and set the brake 
to regulate its speed, then got off to 
couple It to another car. One car 
was equipped with the ordinary flat 
headed draw bars, the other with the 
Miller draw-bar, which Is pointed. 
As the draw bars came together the 
flat one struck at one side of the
